Village to

The Pontoon Beach police 
department's ongoing problem 
of finding places to put prison- 
ers may become a little more 
expensive. 

The Madison City Council 
was expected to act Tuesday 
evening on a proposal to insti- 
tute a $30 per-day fee for pris- 
oners housed in its jail cells. 

Pontoon Beach does not have 
its own cells, and houses pris- 
oners in Madison and Venice. 

Madison Police Chief Steve 
Skoklo cited the increasing 
cost of caring for prisoners. 

“This amount will include 
feeding of the prisoners,” 
Skoklo said in a memorandum 
to Mayor John Hamm. ‘‘The 
arrestin; egy will still be 
responsible for all other charg- 
es incurred by the prisoners, 
as well as the transportation of 
their prisoners to court or else- 
where.”” 

The proposal would affect 
only those agencies and 
departments ‘that do not .have 
their own holding facilities. 
For the Madison Police 
Department, that would apply 
primarily fo prisoners from 
Pontoon Beach. 

Madison, Venice and Granite 
City occasionally house prison- 
ers for each other. 

Venice charges fe 
ly $25 per day to hold prison- 
ers, said Police Chief James 
Newsome. 

ysome said his 

department has been housing a 

large mumber of prisoners 

from the U.S. Immigration 
Department.

Just hours before the funeral of his granddaughter, who was 
killed in an automobile crash, Joseph Urkewich died in a two- 
car accident near Edwardsville.

Eclipse collided with a 1992 Chevrolet Blazer at about 10 a.m.

Family members-were gathering at the Urkewich home on 
Springfield to travel to the funeral of Natasha Urkewich, killed 
one week ago in a car crash. 

Natasha, 6, a kindergarten student at Worthen School in 
Granite City, was killed when the car she was riding in collided 
with another vehicle on Horseshoe Lake Road about a half-mile 
east of Highway 162. 

Services for both Natasha and Joseph Urkewich will be at 1 
p.m. today, Dec. 31, at Irwin Chapel, 3960 Maryville Road, with 
the Rev. Anthony Cook officiating. There will be a double inter- 
ment at Sunset Hill Memorial Estates in Glen Carbon following 
the services.

New bylaws set to kick in 


Stronger penalties for criminals who commit sex crimes 
against children and the establishment of a three-tier system 
for drivers licenses are among the many new laws that become 
effective Jan. 1. 

Teenagers will now be subject to more stringent driving stan- 
dards under the new system. 

Senate Bill 5 contains a “light of day” provision to allow prior 
evidence of sexual offenses to be used in court against some- 
one accused of criminal sexual assault against a child and 
other sex crimes. 

Senate Bill 6 creates the Sexually Violent Person Commitment 
Act and sets up procedures for the civil commitment of sexually 
violent people after they have completed their prison sentence 
but still pose a threat to the public. 

Senate Bill 7, called “three strikes and you're out,” means 
more. time behind bars for dangerous sex offenders. This law 
imposes a sentence of natural life in prison for offenders con 
victed a second time for aggravated criminal sexual assault or 
predatory criminal sexual assault of a child.

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Youth say goodbye to gang tatoos

The laser snaps, crackles 
and pops. 
Dr. Edmond B. Cabbabe 


traces the lines of a star tattoo 
etched beneath the eye of a 17- 
year-old former gang member. 

“I did some of them, and my 
friends did the rest,”’ said the 


young man of his 13 gang tat- 
toos. “I thought that I’d like 
them at the time. (Now) I 


don’t like them and I want to 
go out and get a job.”’ 

““Joe,’’ who asked that his 
real name not be used, is a 
rehabilitated gang member liv- 
ing in Madison County. who is 
reclaiming his life and his 
skin, with Cabbabe’s help 

“They can quit the gang, but 
the tattoos are still on them,” 
said Cabbabe, a plastic sur- 
geon who removes former 
gang members’ tattoos in his 
DePaul Health Center offices. 

“With the tattoos on their 
arms or on the visible part of 
the face, nobody will employ 
them,” Cabbabe said. ‘Even if 
they get employed, once they 
(the employers) find out what 
the tattoos mean, they get 
kicked out. If they fall into a 
different gang member’s hand, 
they can be hurt.” 


It is 
an outgrowth of the Stop Vio- 
lence Before It Starts program 
Cabbabe developed while presi- 
dent of the the St. Louis Metro- 
politan Medical Society. The 
society continues to operate 
the program to curb violence, 
particularly that perpetrated 
by adolescents and gangs. 

Cabbabe donates his time to 
remove gan: tattoos from 
patients aged 14 to 20. The

“At this point I’m not taking 
any new kids until we get a 
new source of income to pro- 
vide for the laser company’s 
services,’’ Cabbabe said.

On the average four to six 
laser treatments are required 
for removal. Each treatment 
shatters the tattoo pigment 
into small pieces. The body 
naturally absorbs and elimi- 
nates those particles. 

“‘When the pigment molecule 
is large, there is nothing inside 


the body that can remove it 
and that’s why it stays,” Cab- 
babe said. 


Cabbabe rarely reflects on 
the meaning or design of the 
tattoos as he works on a 
patient 

“‘As I go by and laser them, 
all I am thinking of is trying 
to get them out of the room 
real quick because it hurts,’’ 
Cabbabe said. ‘‘So these kids 
are really in for the long term 
They know it’s going to be a 
painful process, but they want 
to have it done.” 


Cabbabe said common gang 
tattoos include: religious 
bols, like crosses or Stars of 
David; numbers, such as 29 
and 60; initials referring to the 


gang name; swastikas; and 
pentacles.

No suspects In 
Sauget murder case

No suspect has been identified in the Debra 
Lynn Abeln murder se, and finding one may 
prove difficult, police said Monday. 

At a press conference, Illinois State Police 
Master Sgt. Dennis Kuba said evidence collect- 
ed from the family vehicle and phone tips are 
the best chances of catching the masked gun. 
man who murdered Abeln, 44, in front of her 
12-year-old son and husband, Richard Abeln, 
43, of Sappington in south St. Louis County. 

The gunman, described as a short black 
man, stole about $5,000 worth of jewelry and a 
small amount of money from the Abelns after 
they entered their 1997 GMC Yukon sport-utility 
vehicle at about 6 p.m. Saturday 

The family was getting ready to leave the 
parking lot of Richard Abéln’s business, CRT 
on, at St. Louis Downtown-Parks Airport 
auget. 
he suspect grabbed Abeln, pointed his shot- 
gun at her and shot her twice in the chest. 

She died at 4 p.m. in St. Mary’s Hospital 
in East St. Louis 

“They did everything he requested,’ Kuba 
said. “She even assured him that the jewelry 
she was giving him was valuable. She com- 
pletely cooperated, and he shot her.” 

Kuba said Abeln hesitated when the gunman 
ordered her out of the car because she was 
concerned about her son. 

“‘The son was in the back seat within a foot 
of his mother,’’ he said. 

The Abelns have two other children, ages 15 
and 21

Kuba also said the state police cannot 
release transcripts of the 911 call the 12-year- 
old made to the Sauget Police Department 
even though one local television station already 
obtained a copy from the department. 

“The kids have a very difficult time with 
this,’’ Kuba said. 

“The family is continuing to cooperate with 
us, and they’re very concerned that we find the 
person who did this.’’ 

Kuba said catching the killer will be more 
difficult without knowing what he looks like. 

He said pawn shops are one major area 
where the state police and the Sauget Police 
Department are focusing their investigation. 

Kuba told reporters that Richard Abeln is not 
considered a likely suspect although no one has 
been ruled out in the case. Wa: 

On Monday, a CRT Aviation representative 
said the family had asked employees not to 
comment. 

Employees at nearby Midcoast Aviation also 
had no comment, but did say no one at work 
had been talking about the murder.

Policy makers pour over agriculture census 


Coming soon to a mail box 
near you: the agriculture cen- 
sus. 

The last census was taken in 
1992 and it was the most com- 
prehensive source of statistics 
about the nation’s agricultural 
production. This census provid- 








ed a detailed look at agricul 
ture in each of the nation’s 
3,000-plus counties. 

The 1992 census reported 
1,925,300 farms. What is a 
farm? 


A farm, by census definition, 
is any place from which $1,000 
or more or agricultural prod- 
ucts were produced and sold, 
or normally would would have 
been sold during the census 
year. 

Let’s take a look at some of 
the findings on the 1992 census 

The number of farms totaled 
3.2 million in 1964, but dropped 
to 1.9 million in 1992, a loss of 
nearly 50 percent. 

According to the 1992 census, 
there were more farms in the 
50-to-179 acre range. I expect 
this number to be much higher 
in the new report.

tions, institutions, family-held 
corporations and partnerships. 
Some expect this to change in 
the next report with the boom 
in mega farms. 

According to the 1992 census, 
in 1987 131,641 farms were 
operated by women. By 1992, 
that number had grown to 
145,156. The county that sold 
the most agricultural products 
in 1992 was Fresno, Calif., with 
2.1 billion dollars in sales. The 
second and third counties were 
also in California. 

Farmers, for the most part, 
are a little protective of infor- 
mation that is asked on the 
census forms and are con- 
cerned about the confidentiali 
ty of the information. The indi- 
vidual is guaranteed by law 
that their individual informa- 
tion will be kept confidential. 
The information is used for 
statistical purposes and pub- 
lishes* data only in tabulated 
totals. 





Who uses all this information 
after it is gathered and who 
cares? 

Probably the major users 
are the policymakers in the 
federal government who use 
the data in drafting legislation 
to help resolve agricultural 
problems. 

The question for those 
involved. in agriculture 
between now and when the 
new census comes out on Feb. 
2 is how to fill out the form, 
and how accurate to make the 
information 

Over the ‘years, I have seen 
so many of these types of 
reports that come out and the 
accuracy is questioned. The 
way I look at it, the reports 
are only as accurate as the 
information provided, so if you 
received a census questioner 
let your conscious be your 
guide when filling it out

Second man arrested

Police have arrested a sec- 
ond man in the aftermath of a 
fatal stabbing at a downtown 
bar. 

Anthony Piper, 21, of rural 
Jerseyville, was arrested at 
1:24 p.m. Sunday on a charge 
of harassment of a witness, 
police said. : 

Police Chief Thomas Woelfel 
described Piper as an associ- 
ate of Ricky E. Callahan of 
Jerseyville, the man being 
held on a first-degree murder 
charge in the early Saturday 
morning death of Ronald E. 
Haenitsch, 28, of rural. Jersey- 
ville 
To the best of our knowl- 
edge, (Piper) had nothing to 
do with the stabbings,’’ Woelfel 
said. “The charge has to do 
with threats he made to an 
individual outside the bar after 
the stabbings.” 

Haenitsch and. four other 
people were stabbed in an inci- 
dent at about 12:20 a.m. at 
Lorton’s Bar-N-Grill, 114 W. 
Arch St..Haenitsch was pro- 
nounced dead at 1:20 a.m. at 
Jersey Community Hospital. 

Callahan, 22, an ex-convict, 
reportedly began slashing at 
patrons with a knife as he fled 
the bar after a dispute over a 
wormawe refusal to dance with

Two people hospitalized after 
the incident were improving 
Sunday, Woelfel said.

Woelfel said the investigation 
is continuing and numerous 
witnesses have been _inter- 
viewed.

The first victim was a broth- 
er of a woman who apparently 
declined to dance with Calla- 
han.

“They jumped this guy who 
was armed and _ threatening

Woelfel said. ‘“‘They grabbed 
him, aware of the peril, and 
disarmed him. It speaks very 
well of the caliber and the 
character of people who were 
there. It speaks well of the 
people of our community.” 

Woelfel said Callahan was 
paroled in August after serving 
time in prison for vehicle theft. 

An autopsy disclosed that 
Haenitsch died of a knife 
wound to the chest. Police said 
they will also seek charges 
against Callahan in the other 
stabbings 

Callahan was being held with 
out bail in the Jersey County 
Jail.

The recent revival of 
discussions about combining 
the two high schools in East 
St. Louis is naturally drawing 
the attention of local school 
administrators, athletic 
directors and fans. 

The concern is, of course, 
that by combining East St 
Louis nior and Lincoln high 
schools into one high school 
that it would create a super 
power in athletics. The school 
would be more like a junior 
college or small college rather 
than a high school. Who would 
want to play them? 

Certainly, there is strength 
in numbers. But just because 
you have more students than 
another school doesn’t 
necessarily mean you will 
become unbeatable. After all, 
you can put only 11 players on 
the field at any one time in 
football or only five on the 
court in basketball. An 
increase in enrollment, of 
course, will help in the depth 
of your team, but the starters 
in high school sports are 
usually the ones who carry the 
teams. 

If St. Louis and Lincoln 
combined, the one school 
would be housed at East St. 
Louis Senior with an 
enrollment of about 2,000 for 
the three-c! school. There is 
talk that the ninth-graders 
would be added to the school, 
hus making it a four-class 
1001 with an enrollment of 
about 3,000, easily making it 
the biggest school in southern 
Illinois

would give depth to the 
already strong football, 
basketball and track teams. 





But would the school be any 
stronger in such sports as 
wrestling, volleyball, tennis or 
golf, in which the Flyers and 
Tigers have traditionally 
struggled? 

Depending on how the 
politics and emotions work out, 
the one school could receive a 
big shot in the. athletic arm 
immediately, but undoubtedly 
there would be a weaning out 
process.

Deterding’s experience melded with surprising talent

When Dor Deterding came to coach 
basketball at Granite City High 
School prior to the 1967-68 season, fe 
brought with him loads of roundball 
experience 

Deterding; a Collinsville native, had 
played for Vergil Fletcher’s Kahoks 
Squad of-1950. Led by all-state center 
Chuck Kraak, Collinsville lost a two- 
point decision to Danville in the state 
Semifinals before settling for a 
fourth-place finish 

Deterding later coached at Effingh- 
am where, in 1967, his Flaming 
Hearts — a year away from great- 
ness — lost in the Charleston Super- 
Sectional to Vergil Fletcher and Col- 
linsville 59-48, despite 23 points and 
seven rebounds in the career-conclud- 
ing- performance of all-state center 
Forrest Holland. 

“The hardest decision I ever made 
in my life was to leave Effingham 
and go to Granite City,” said Deterd- 
ing. “Effingham 's on the verge of 
Greatness. We were going to have a 
great team in 1967-68. But I wanted 
desperately to coach in the South- 
western Conference. And when the 
opportunity presented itself, I jumped 
at the chance.” 





Effingham — coached by Jim Max- 
edon — would go 30-0 the next sea- 
son, before losing in the state quar- 
terfinals to eventual ‘runner-up 
Galesburg. 

It was four years before Deterding 
fashioned a state tournament team at 
Granite City. The, 1970-71 Warriors 
finished 22-9, losing to Paris in the 
Charleston Super-Sectional. 

The Warriors of ’7i were a hard- 
nosed defensive bunch that beat four 
ranked teams on the season, includ- 
ing top-ranked Normal Community in 
the championship game of the Pon- 
tiac Holiday Tournament 

Junior forward Terry Ripka, 
6-foot-5, led the team offensively, 
averaging 22 points per game. He 
was a consistent scorer with occa- 
sional offensive outbursts bordering 
on the amazing. During his senior 
year, on Feb. 11, 1972, Ripka scored a 
school-record 51 points against Madi- 
son 

“‘He could knock the bottom out of 
the basket,”’ said Deterding. ‘He was 
an absolutely outstanding scorer.”’ 

Senior center Mike DeRuntz (6-3%) 
had long arms, a highly competitive 
nature and was — perhaps — the 
best defensive center in southern IIli- 
nois.. He was the hub of a Warriors 
defense that frustrated foes all season

long. 

“‘There’s no question that DeRuntz 
was the best defensive center I ever 
coached,”” said Deterding. “He was 
the key to our defensive success, a 
strong and powerful defender who 
could take an opposing center com- 
pletely out of the game.” 

Junior forward Chuck Kraus (6-3) 
was a versatile utility player who 
was, by his own admission, “‘the gar- 
bage man of the team.” He was a 
sSweat-and-blood, hard-nosed blue- 
collar player on a truly blue-collar 
team 

“Kraus was a very good defender. 
I think people often forget that,” said 
Deterding. ‘“‘He was an ideal utility 
player. I mean by that, he did whai- 
ever he had to do to help us win the 
game. In some ways, you could ‘say 
he was the guts of the team.” 

At shooting guard was 6-0 junior 


Joe Wallace who, according to 
Deterding, ‘‘could ‘hit from down- 
town.”’ 

“He was a great shooter, and he 
carried us offensively on ‘occasion 
when we needed him to,” Deterding 
said. 


Wallace was a dependable player at 
both ends of the court. And if given 
space to shoot, could be deadly, hit- 
ting the long-range jumper with the 
best of therm 

The point guard of the team was 
Bob Wiggins, the team’s floor general 
both offensively and defensively. He 
ranked among the top point guards in 
the Metro East, if not in all of south- 
ern Illinois. He was probably the 
most underrated player in the start- 
ing line-up. 

“Wiggins was one of the best point 
guards I ever coached,” Deterding 













remembered. ‘“‘He ran the team at 
both ends of the floor, and he did a 
tremendous job.”* 

Deterding had no idea entering the 
season that he had a state tourna- 
ment caliber team on his hands.

“Other than getting to state, two 
things stand out in my mind about 
that year and that team,’’ Deterdin 
said. ‘‘The first is that we beat Cok 
linsville in the regional.

1971 was the last year of the single-class 
boys high school basketball tournament in 
Illinois. It also marks the last visit of a 
Granite City High School basketball team 
to the rarefied region of the coveted 
sweet sixteen 

One who remembers that year and that 
team well is Joe Wallace, the shooting 
guard on the ’71 Warriors. 

There’s a lot of memories from Gran- 
ite’s last state tournament entry, but two 
items in particular stand out in Wallace’s 
mind 

“PV never forget our game against 
(Chicago Heights) Bloom in the sem: 
nals of the Pontiac Holiday Tournament,” 
said Wallace. ‘‘Beating Bloom is what 
finally made a believer out of me. After 
that game, we all just kind of looked at 
each other and, at least, thought to our- 
selves, ‘Hey, we’re a pretty good team.’ 
That’s when we knew — I Enow: it for 
sure that we were a state tournament 
caliber team.” 





Bloom was ranked sixth in the state at 
the time and featured all-state sensation 
Larry McCoy. The unheralded Warriors 
were considered no match for such a pow- 
erhouse. 

“We were beating the daylights out of 
them. We were up by 19 or 21 points,” 
Wallace remembered. ‘‘Then they went to 
a real aggressive man-to-man defense. 
And boy, were they quick. We weren't 
used to ‘that kind of quickness. That 
quickness and that press gave us a lot of 
problems. Finally, we settled down, 
spread the floor, made them work, ate up 
the clock, and took good shots. We held 
on and won the game by one point 

“I remember that we called a timeout 
with only about two seconds left in the

Deterding 
looked at me and said, ‘OK. But, dadgum- 
mit, it’d better work.’ 

Wallace heaved the ball the length of 
the court toward Kraus. 

Problem was, Wallace failed to notice 
the ceiling partition that ran even with 
the center line and was used to divide the 
gym into two smaller courts. 

“Deterding saw it,’’ Wallace recalled. 
‘“‘He scowled at me. He was ready to kill 
me.” 

The ball made it under the partition to 
Kraus, who tipped it into the air as time 
expired. 

“Afterwards, Deterding yelled at me, 
‘Did you see that partition?’ I said, ‘No, I 











didn’t, coach. But the play worked.’ ” 

The other game that sticks in Wallace’s 
mind is not as pleasant a memory. 

At the Charleston Super-Sectional on the 
campus of Eastern Illinois University, 
Granite Cit dream season came to an 
end with a bitter 77-48 drubbing at the 
hands of unbeaten Paris. 

“‘We had watched the films of Paris — 
one of their sectional games — and all 
our coaches were telling about was Otho 
Tucker,” said Wallace.

He drib- 
bled through our press like it wasn’t even 
there. Then when he’d penetrate, he’d 
either shoot if no one picked him up or if 
someone did pick him up, he'd dish off to 
one of the big men underneath. They had 
some big bodies. We couldn't move them 
out of the way. They kept us away from 
the basket. The combination of that plus 
(Terry) Ripka’s bad ankle made it a long 
night. We fell behind and just couldn’t 
respond.

But, for the most part, the memories 
are pleasant for Wallace and for the rest 
of the Warriors last state tournament 
team.

A federal judge will allow 
the city of Florissant, Mo. to 
keep its Nativity scene outside 
the Civic Center — this Christ- 
mas season. 

But U.S. District Judge Cath- 
erine Perry also will allow the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
to try to permanently block the 
city from putting up a nativity 
scene in future years. 

After listening to testimony 
last week from both ACLU 
lawyer Denise Lieberman and 
Florissant lawyer John Hessel, 
Perry refused to issue a 
retraining order that would 
have required the city to take 
the scene down immediately. 
But she set a Jan. 16 date for 
scheduling a trial on the mat- 
ter that could result in an 
injunction permanently forbid- 

the display. 

The Nativity scene is 
arranged at the entrance to 
the Civic Center, at Parker 
Road and Waterford Drive. It 
includes a stable, hay, Mary,

Eagan called Perry’s ruling “ 
very fair and honest verdict,” 
and said he thought the city 
had always complied with the 
law_on its nativity display. 

*‘Because of one complaint 
from someone who doesn’t 
even live in our city we will 
have to spend taxpayers’ dol- 
lars to defend this unwarrant- 
ed situation,’’ Eagan said from 
the Civic Center after the 
judge’s ruling. 

He said the city hadn’t 
received any other complaint 
calls from Florissant residents 
about the situation. ‘Not one 
negative one. We've gotten 
supportive calls from od far

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away as Affton,” Eagan said. 

Eagan said the display 
would stay up until shortly 
after the first of the year, and 
be taken down long before the 
next court date. 

The ACLU sued the city 
when a University City resi- 
dent, Alex Feldman, objected 
to the Nativity scene after he 
attended a play at the Civic 
Center late last month. The 


ACLU argued that’ Nativity 
scenes on public property vio- 
lated separation of church and 


state requirements of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Florissant officials, however, 
had argued that the Nativity 
scene was in keeping with past 
court rulings on such things

“The Postman.’” 


‘Postman’ almost as 
good as it is long 


OK. Before anything else, 
here’s what’ you’ve been won- 


dering: Is “it better than 
“Waterworld’’? 
Yes, far better. 
Kevin Costner goes, well, 


postal in ‘‘The Postman,” a 
sci-fi-framed excursion into a 
postwar American outback. It 
is an unsettling, visually stun- 
ning examination of what 
could happen if the U.S. Postal 
Service became the vehicle for 
resistance against a megalo- 
maniacal warlord with a taste 
for rape, violence.and tyranny. 

“Dances With Postcards’? 

Nothing so frivolous. In the 
end, Costner’s latest excursion 
into big-budget filmmaking 
does disappoint — but only 
mildly, and only because it’s 
not quite as good as it could 
have been. 

In 2013, a decade after war 
destroyed -the United States 
and the White House fell dur- 
ing the Battle of Georgetown, 
only vestiges of American soci- 
ety remain in the Great North- 
west. Pockets of humanity 
struggle through life. Chevron 
stations sit in decay. Local 
government is paramount — 
and alone. 

Into this tentative existence 
comes. General Bethlehem 
(Will Patton), a former copy- 
machine ‘salesman who epito- 
mizes much of the anti-govern- 
ment anger and militia men- 
tality that pervade the United 
States today. ‘‘War,’’ he says, 
“gives men like me’a chance.” 

Then a drifter (Kevin Cost- 
ner), thrown into Bethlehem’s 
army while passing through, 
roils the mix. While trying to 
escape, he comes across an 
abandoned postal_truck con- 
taining the skeletal, uniformed 
remains of the postman who 
drove it. In the back seat, he 
finds.a bag of undelivered 
mail. 

Appropriating the goods, 
visits the village of Pine View, 
Ore., claiming to be a real-life 
postman — part of the 
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“Restored United States of 
America,” run by ‘“President 
Richard Starkey’ out of the 
Metrodome in’ Minneapolis. 
Because he carries letters 
from people long thought dead, 
he is believed, let in and 
accepted by the village: 

The sheriff, though, is suspi- 
cious. ‘“‘Those people don’t 
need dreams, Mr. Postman,” 
he tells the drifter. ‘“They need 
something real.” 

This is inkl dag because 
dreams are exactly what these 
sad once-Americans crave. 
And Costner provides them, 
accepting new mail for the 
first time since the war and 
promising to return with news 
of loved ones and the new gov- 
ernment. With him he takes 
Abby (Olivia Williams), whom 
he has impregnated because 
her husband, later killed by 
Bethlehem, cannot. 

The drifter’s true intentions 
are unclear, but after a winter 
in the mountains with Abby he 
finds that one of Pine View’s 
people, an impassioned young 
man named Ford Lincoln Mer- 
cury (Larenz Tate), has taken 
the postal message to heart. 
Ford has created an entire pla- 
toon of postal carriers to deliv- 
er the mail and carry the man- 
tle of the nonexistent Restored 
United States to the Northwest 
— and battle the spreading 
Bethlehem doctrine in the pro- 
cess: 

“The Postman” fascinates in 
yriad ways. Stephen Win- 
cinematography is 
breathtaking, depicting an old 
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tired land populated not with 
America’s people but with its 
ghosts. This is a place with its 
best days behind it, not ahead 
—a sad parallel of our current 
obsession with nostalgia: When 
someone pines for the way 
things used to be, no one will 
argue. 

Bethlehem’s army, too, 
makes for an engaging explo- 
ration of the flip side of being 
American. He talks of making 
America rugged again, of giv- 
ing the draftees he kidnaps a 
chance at transcending every- 
day existence and being a part 
of something bigger — all tac- 
tics, of course, of today’s far- 
right movements. In ‘‘The 
Postman,’’ the mail carries a 
distinct message: Federal govy- 
ernment is good for you. 

Tate’s performance as a 
young man finding his purpose 
is moving and memorable. 
Costner’s gentle-giant postman, 
the reluctant hero, has enough 
good in him to struggle over 
the chain of events his lie has 
initiated. But he also has an 
instinct to turn and run 

With a wonderful premise, 
good execution and sometimes 
competent acting, “The Post- 
man” is undermined primarily 
by one shortcoming: At nearly 
three hours, the film needed 
an editor — badly

Nielson makes ‘Magoo’ work 


Can a live-action film match 
the outlandish plot and stunts 
of a cartoon? 

Disney’s new ‘‘Mr. Magoo”’ 
dares viewers to make the 
comparison, and the answer is 
clearly yes. 

The movie starts and ends 
with the animated version of 
the famous nearsighted char- 
acter, and the live action in 
between stays right in tune. 
Subtle it ain’t: The movie lives 
from gag to gag with only the 
barest of plot in between. 


This can get a little old at 
spots, at least-for grown-ups. 
But there are jewels of 
inspired scenes here, too, 
including a closing chase and 
rescue that’s a lot funnier 
when done with real people 
than an animator’s pen. 


Quincy Magoo is played by 
Leslie Nielsen, best known as

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Don’t pull out hair 
worrying about loss 


Hair cloning, laser technolo- 
gy, and mega-graft sessions 
are among the breakthroughs 
in hair restoration surgery cur- 
rently being studied by special- 
ists from the International 
Society of Hair Restoration 
Surgery. 

Despite the recent introduc- 
tion of products claimin to 
stimulate hair growth, ia 
restoration surgery remains 
the only permanent solution 
for hair loss, or alopecia, a 
problem that affects two’ in 
five (35 million)males, and one 
in four (21 million) females in 
the U.S. - 

Hair restoration surgery has 
grown from a $42 million 
industry in 1981 to an $800 mil 
lion industry in 1994. According 
to specialists, it has become 
the most popular elective sur- 
gery among men in the U.S 

“Hair restoration- surgery is 
more popular today because 
the product is better,” said Dr. 
Robert Leonard, immediate 
past president of ISHRS. “Spe- 
cialists no longer use the pain- 
ful, bloody techniques of the 
eary 1980S where large plugs 
of hair follicles were moved 
from one area of the scalp to 
another, often resulting in a 
‘corn-row’ or ‘toothbrush’ 
effect. Today, we are able to 
transplant single hair follicles 
for a softer, more natural 
looking hairline.** 

New techniques are based 
upon the concept of hair eco- 
nomics, which appreciates that 
a limited supply of hair exists 
with demand increasing as the 
supply decreases over time. As 
such, specialists need to devel- 
op a strategy or ‘‘blueprint”’ of 
hair restoration based a pre- 
diction of future hair loss for 
an individual 

“The hair restoration spe- 
cialist and patient work as 
partners to achieve desired 
results,’’ said Dr. Leonard. ‘‘In 
this way, hairline transplants 
performed at an early age are 
not ‘isolated’ by future hair 
loss creating uneven and/or 
false-looking hairlines later in 
life.” 

“Qur specialty’s specific 
function makes the most out of 
the hair that is left by either 
moving remaining hair or 
reducing bald scalp,”’ said Dr 
James Vogel, president of 
ISHRS. ‘‘The art of the spe- 
cialty is knowing how to create 
a natur: hairline by placing 
hair follicles in the appropriate 
areas with the appropriate 
densities.’” 

Although hair restoration 
surgery is still somewhat chal- 
lenged by images of the past, 
specialists predict it will con” 
tinue to grow in popularity as 
advancements progress in the 
field and temporary topical 
remedies such as Minoxidil 
(Rogaine) fail to provide 
expected results 

According to a recent study, 
Minoxidil provides a full head 
of hair in only five to ten per- 
cent of cases, and moderate 
hair growth in only 15 to 20 
percent of cases. In clinical 
trials of women ages 18 to 45 
with mild to moderate degrees 
of hair loss, only 19 percent 
reported only moderate 
regrowth, while 40 percent had 
minimal ‘regrowth after using 
Minoxidil for eight months. 
Additionally, hair growth will 
cease if Minoxidil is not 
applied twice daily. 

“The failure of temporary 
topical products like Rogaine, 
coupled with the already low 
self-esteem associated with 
hair loss, only compounds the 
































impact ‘of balding on all 
aspects of sufferers’ lives — 
especially with regard to 


Patients’ psychological, social 
and emotional well-being,’’ 
says Leonard. 

With the exception of hair 
restoration surgery, methods 
used to battle hair loss 
including hair additions and 
topical camouflaging agents — 
requiring continuous invest- 
ment for cleaning and/or 
replacement as natural hair 
grows and/or its color chang- 
es. For example, the overall 
cost for a person to purchase 
and maintain hair additions 
beginning at age 35 and ending 
at age 70 is an estimated 
$50,000 to $70,000, while topical 
remedies require an estimated 
long-term investment of 
$12,600. In comparison, the 
estimated cost for permanent 
hair restoration surgery ranges 
from $8,000 to $30,000, depend- 
ing upon the number of surgi- 
cal procedures required over 
the course of, on average, a 1.5 
to two-year time period. 

“By the time sufferers see a 
hair restoration specialist, they 
have already learned that to 
have a full head of hair from 
Rogaine or hair additions 
requires a lifetime of expense 
and hard work,” says Leonard. 

Hair Cloning, Mega-Graft 
Sessions Among Advancements 

Among the newest break- 
throughs that point the way to 
the future of hair restoration 


surgery are the following: 

Cloning Human Hair 
Transplantation: 

A clinical study under 
has successfully taken a por- 
tion of -hair follicle, grown it in 
a cell culture and transplanted 
it into a human forearm 
Refinement of this technique 
has the potential to revolution- 


ize the specialty 

“If we have the ability to 
clone hair, the law of hair eco- 
nomics will be less of an obsta- 
cle for specialists,” said Dr 
Jerry Cooley of the Depart- 
ment of Dermatology at the 
University of Maryland at Bal- 
timore, who coordinated the 
study. “The supply of hair for 
transplantation would be 
unlimited, offering the poten- 
tial to even recreate a full 
head of hair.”” 

Duplicated from a previous 
study on animals, the preli 
nary study is based upon cell 
therapy, a concept currently 
being investigated for cancer 
research, whereby cells from 
one person are allowed to mul- 
tiply indefinitely. 

Mega-Graft Sessions: 

Mega-graft sessions allow 
many hair follicles to be trans- 
planted into the scalp at the 
Same time. This eliminates the 
need for a patient to undergo 
the 3-5 procedures previously 
required, when only a few hun- 
dred hair follicles could be 
transplanted at a time. In 
addition, the results of mega- 
graft sessions consistently look 
more natural sooner than 
transplants completed over the 
course of several sessions. 

An additional advantage of 
mega-graft sessions is that 
they transfer thousands of hair 
grafts into recipient area, 
eliminating the need to under- 
go several sessions to complete 
hair restoration goals. The

high as 4,000 (compared to 
in a normal session), depend- 
ing upon the amount’ of donor 
hair available and the amount 
of bald area to be covered 

The Role Of Laser Technolo- 
sy In Hair Restoration Sur- 
gery: 
Though hair transplantation 
has evolved to the point where 











very little visible scarring 
occurs, even with conventional 
surgery, laser technology 


offers the potential for continu- 
al improvement, ultimately 
even ‘‘scalpeless”’ surgery 

Options exist for replacing 
scalpels with high-intensity 
sers in the transplantation of 
hair grafts, which would allow 
for quicker and significantly 
less bloody procedures. 

Hair Transplants For Wom- 
en: 

Hair transplantation, previ- 
ously not considered a remedy 
for women suffering from hair 





loss, is a promising option now 
that a more advanced under- 
standing of balding patterns in 
women exists among special- 
ists. Although women lose hair 
diffusely as opposed to in spe- 


cific areas, healthy hair folli- 
cles can now be transplanted 
from a dense area of the scalp 
to a sparse area 

Eyelash And Eyebrow Resto- 
ration: 

Hair can be restored any- 
where on the body. Long-eye- 
lashes and perfectly-arched 
eyebrows are possible by using 
the same techniques used in 
hair transplantation for the 
scalp. A simple procedure, the 
surgery can be performed in 
approximately ten minutes. 

Self-Esteem Plays Major 

: Procedures called ‘Psy 
chological Surgery’

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Tattered lawn vexing you? 
It’s very easy to patch it up 


There’s a_ hole 
acceptable, if not 


in your otherwise very 
erfect, lawn. Maybe the 
dogs or kids dug a hole. Maybe you’re chang- 
ing the shape of a garden or flower bed. Or 
maybe salt from sidewalk deicing caused the 
problem. 

Whatever the cause of this unsightly prob- 
lem, there’s a fast, easy and certain solution 
that’s often overlookéd by many homeowners 

Whether it’s called cultivated turf, turf- 
grass, turf, or just plain sod, this carpet-like 

ass can turn a hole in a lawn into a whole 
ot of lawn, with just four simple steps, 
according to the not-for-profit Turf Resource 
Center (TRC). 

SOIL PREPARATION 

An essential first step in the entire process 
of patching a lawn is proper soil preparation 
This includes clearing away all the dead or 
near-dead grass and possibly squaring up the 
area, or creating straight lines on all of the 
sides you are repairing. 

Once the area has been defined, maybe by 
going so far as to lay a hose on the ground to 
outline the repair area, you should loosen the 
soil by spading or roto-tilling larger areas 
Rake the surface smooth and remove any 
large clods, roots, weeds or other debris to 
achieve a level surface that maintains the 
original slope of the area 

A helpful tip from TRC is to make sure that 
when the final raking is in progress, the soil 
should be about an inch below any sidewalk 
or driveway surfaces as well as the area 
where the new sod will come into contact 
with the existing grass. When the new sod is 
installed following this advice, it will be at 
the same height as the surrounding surfaces 
Otherwise, the new sod may be too high or 
too’ low, creating new problems that could 
have been easily avoided. 

MEASURING AND BUYING SOD 

Once the surface is prepared, the area 
should be carefully measured so that the cor- 
rect amount of turfgrass sod can be pur- 
chased. 

In most areas, sod is sold by the square 
foot or square yard, witl&p single roll mea- 
suring approximately one square yard, or 
nine square feet. Slabs or folded pieces of sod 
available in most areas will not be as large, 
but their dimensions w 
total amount of sod can be 
at the turfgrass sod farm or retail garden 
nursery 

If the “ground under repair’’ is relatively 
small, say less than 10 square yards, you can 
probably load the sod into the trunk of a larg- 
er car; how r, if the trunk is small or the 
repair area large, you may have to make 
several trips or have the sod delivered. 

Calling ahead to the farm or nursery to 
ensure you can obtain the quantity and type 
of sod you want is always recommended. If 
the sod will be delivered, advance time is 
even more important and you should expect 
to pay a separate delivery charge on very 
small quantities 

o that the new grass’ closely matches the 
isting lawn, it’s a good idea to take a small 

















piece of the existing grass to the sod farm or 
nursery center. owever, attempting to 
match even known varieties may prove 
impossible because of turfgrass breeding 
improvements that continue to take place 
almost every year. 

TURF INSTALLATION 

Because turfgrass sod is a living plant, TRC 
recommends that it be installed in 24 hours or 
less and watered within 30 minutes after 
installation, so having the soil fully prepared 
before the sod is purchased is very important. 

Installation is simple, but some care is 
required to achieve a really great result 

Install the first piece of sod on the outer- 
most area of the repair, along a straight-Wme 
surface if possible. If the sod was rolled, be 
sure to back-roll the leading and tailing edges 
of the sod piece to make sure it will stay flat 
on the soil. Be careful not to pull or stretch 
the sod as you install it, or in an effort to 
force a fit. After being stretched, sod has a 
tendency to pull back to its original dimen- 
sions, which could ultimately result in gaps 
between pieces. 

Using the first piece as a base, place all of 
the outer pieces tightly against the first by 
butting the edges and ends tightly together, 
but not overlapping. If the area is large 
enough, stagger the end seams in a brick-like 
pattern 

A sharp utility, hunting or butcher knife 
should be used to cut pieces to fit the proper 
dimension. This is most easily done by plac- 
ing an oversized piece in place, folding it 
back to where you need to trim and then 
cutting the piece from the root-soil side. This 
method reduces ripping of the sod and leaves 
a nice straight finished edge. 


WATER, WATER, WATER 

With the sod firmly in place, the last step is 
the easiest yet perhaps the most important — 
watering. 

You need to apply enough water to new sod 
so that the soil beneath the sod is thoroughly 
wet. As noted earlier, watering should be 
started within 30 minutes after installation. 

An easy way to see if you’ve applied 
enough water is to gently lift a convenient 
corner of the new sod. If the base soil isn’t 
thoroughly wet, keep watering. Water daily, 
or more often in extremely hot weather, for 
approximately two weeks or until the sod is 
firmly rooted. Again, gently lifting a corner 
after a few days will reveal how well the sod 
is rooting. Within a week, light tugging, with- 
out actually lifting the piece, will tell you the 
sod is rooted. 

Turfgrass sod isn’t just for whole lawns. It 
is also a convenient and simple way to patch 
small areas. Its major advantage over seed- 
ing is that it is virtually instant. Because it’s 
instant, you know what the result will be.
